In many ways, Melissa Gilbert's role as 
Laura Ingalls in Little House on the Prairie 
has changed the most during the past seven 
years. She has gone from being a little girl 
to a married woman of 16. Melissa's role 
had to change because she couldn't keep 
playing the part of a seven year old when 
she, herself, was growing up in real life. 
Melissa's role has also gotten bigger be- 
cause she has become a favorite of so many 
TV fans. To get more people to watch the 
show, the producers plan to feature Laura 
and her new family more in future episodes. 

In a recent interview; Melissa said, “I've 
been playing little Laura for a long time 
now. It's good to do something different and 
it's interesting playing the part of a married 
woman of 16.” 

Growing up on TV has its difficult mo- 
ments, just as in real life. One of those mo- 
ments came when Melissa had to kiss Dean 
Butler, who plays Almanzo Wilder, her hus- 
band on the show. “I was nervous and so 
worried about it,” Melissa told an inter- 
viewer. “I was really embarrassed and 
blushed a lot because there were so many 
people on the set watching. Then | realized 
that Dean was as nervous as | was. So the 
two of us calmed each other down. Did we 
ever draw a big crowd for that scene!

On the next to the last page, Joel knew he 
had found what he was looking for. The 


yellowed photo showed a tall old man with 
smiling eyes and a fringe of curly white hair. 
He wore a black frock coat and a high white 
collar. 

“Who's this?” Joel asked. 

“Why, it’s your father’s Uncle Joel. He died 
the year you were born. You were named 
after him. Why do you want to know?” 

Joel couldn't explain. How could he tell 
his mother that he had been haunted by a 
ghost he had never seen. 

This isn't the end of the story. Years later, 
Joel served in the U.S. Army in Vietnam. 
“One night my unit was pinned down by 
enemy fire,” he recalled.

Pilot - 
Powered Pianes 
What Goes Up Stays Up! 


As a rescue boat cruised nearby, Bryan Allen began his perilous flight across the English Channel in a pedal- 


powered plane, the Gossamer Albatross. 


If at first you don't succeed, fly, fly again. 
That would be a great motto for Bryan Allen, 
Dr. Paul MacCready, and other airborne 
adventurers who have dreamed of human- 
powered flight. For thousands of years, peo- 
ple have watched birds move across the sky 
and wished they could fly using muscle 
power alone. Throughout history, people 
have tried to fly using all kinds of crazy con- 
traptions, but very few even got off the 
ground. Until recently, the whole idea of 
human-powered flight was strictly for the 
birds or comic book heroes such as Super- 
man. 

Two years ago last June, Bryan Allen and 


Dr. MacCready achieved a milestone in 
human-powered flight. Bryan Allen, a 26- 
year-old bicycling and hang gliding enthu- 
siast pedaled MacCready’'s 70-pound plane, 
the Gossamer Albatross, across the English 
Channel. The 22.5-mile trip was the longest 
pilot-powered flight in history. 

MacCready, Allen, and their crew ar- 
rived in England on May 1, 1979, in hopes 
of winning $200,000 offered by a British in- 
dustrialist named Henry Kremer. Kremer 
had become interested in human-powered 
flight in 1959, when he offered a prize of 
$14,000 to anyone who could achieve it. 
Later he offered othet cash prizes to en- 
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approaching the French coast. His legs 
were stricken by cramps, and the plane 
dipped to within six inches of the water 
again. In an extraordinary burst of strength, 
Allen pedaled the plane across the rocky 
shore and onto a sandy beach. ‘Tl couldn't 
have gone ten feet farther,” the exhausted 
but happy pilot told reporters. He had a right 
to be happy. Not only did he and Mac- 
Cready win the $200,000, but they also had 
achieved an age-old dream. 

The first mention of human-powered flight 
can be found in a 3,500-year-old Greek leg- 
end. According to the legend, Icarus and 
his father, Daedalus, flew away from the 
island of Crete using wings made out of wax 
and feathers. Daedalus warned his son not 
to fly too close to the sun because the wings 
would melt. Icarus ignored the warning and 
crashed into the sea. 

In China during the 6th century, people 
tried to fly using bamboo-winged contrap- 
tions powered by the pilots flapping their 
arms up and down. The Chinese emperor 
Wen Hsiian Ti decided to kill two birds with 
one stone when he conducted tests on the 
planes. He ordered condemned prisoners 
to fly the planes off a 90-foot tower. Much 
to the misfortune of the prisoners, all of them 
crashed. ‘ 

In the 15th century, the great Italian 
painter Leonardo da Vinci made sketches

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of an experimental flying machine that re- 
sembled a one-person helicopter. However, 
da Vinci never tried to build the machine. 
Human-powered flight was viewed as an 
activity for oddballs during the 18th and 19th 
centuries. Still, adventurers kept building 
flying machines that had fixed wings like 
a plane instead of flapping wings powered 
by the pilot's arms. They tried paddle-pow- 
ered planes, cloth- and feather-covered 
wings, and lightweight bamboo frames, but 
all models were too heavy to get off the 
ground. In 1929, a German athlete flew a 
pedal-powered plane 250 feet. However, 


_the plane couldn't take off on pilot-power 


alone. The plane was launched by stretch- 
ing a huge rubber band, which sent the 
plane into the air. The first successful hu- 
man-powered takeoff and flight took place 
in England in 1961. A team of British sci- 
entists created a pedal-powered plane that 
flew several thousand feet. The plane was 
made of lightweight materials that had not 
been available earlier. 

Throughout the 1960s and 1970s, British 
and Japanese teams continued to experi- 
ment with pedal-powered planes. A two- 
person plane called the Toucan flew 2,100 
feet in 1973. In 1977, a Japanese team built 
the Stork, another pedal-powered plane 
made of rice paper and balsa wood. The 
Stork looked as if it would win the $100,000 
prize offered by Henry Kremer during the 
late 1960s. The Stork flew 1.3 miles, but 
couldn't turn and follow a figure eight 
course that Kremer had demanded. — 
MacCready won that in August, 1977, when 
his first pedal-powered plane, the Gossamer 
Condor, maneuvered through a 1.25 mile 
course. 

After the successful Channel flight, 
MacCready wasn't ready to predict that 
someday there would be a pedal-powered 
plane in every garage. But who knows 
what's up next for human-powered flight? 
It's possible that in the future when people 
say, “Look, up in the sky. Is it a bird? Is it 
a plane?” it just might be you!

Putting 
the Plane Together 


1. Punch out both pieces—the wings and the 
body. Be sure to carefully open the slits in 
the middle of the wings. 


2. Fold the plane body along the dotted line in 
the middle, and then unfold again. 


3. Hold up the wings piece by the wide bar of 
paper that goes between the two wings. .

Attach two paper clips to the 
front of the plane, but attach them so they are 
pointing to the sky. Move the paper clips 
forward or backward on the body to get the 
best flight.
